ANTI-GOSSIP BILL SIGNED. 

Madison, Wis., May 12.—[{Spectal.)}—Gov. 
McGovern today signed the Tompkins bill 
providing a penalty of a heavy fine or im- 
Prisonment for gossipere. The act, it ie ex- 
pected, will retard discussion in public of the 
name of Mrs. Mabel Davidson-Inbusch, 
@aughter of former Gov. J. O. Davideon of 
Madison, in connection with the O'Hara case. 

The bill was not passed to cover this specific 
case, but was intended to stop slanderous gos- 
sip in all similar cases. The act provides 
that any one who, in the presence or hearing 
of another, other than the persoi. slandered, 
whether he be present or not, shall malicious- 
ly speak of or concerning any person in such 
a manner as shall impair his or her repute- 
tion for virtue or chastity, or expose him or 
her to hatred, contempt, or ridicule, shall be 
deemed guilty and be punished by a fine of not 
more than $500 or imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding one year. 


RULING BLOW TO SULLIVAN. 


Judge Holds That Amended Declaration 
Againet Hearst Is Not Sufficient 
for Idbel Action. 


Peoria, Ill. 12.—Holding that the 
amended of Roger C Bultivan is 
not sufficieht on whieh to base a suit for libel, 
Judge Lesiie D, Puterbaugh, in 
eourt today, sustained the dem 
attornéys representing William R. Hearst in 
the case brought by Sullivan tor damages in 
the sum of $25,000. 

After’ sustaining the demurrer. te the 
amended declaration, attorneys representing 
Sullivan declared theic intention of carrying 
the case to the higher court, notwithatanding 
the decision of the lower courts. 

Sullivan claims to have been Mbele@ in an 
article published in the Chicago Examiner. 
He sete forth that the article intimates he 
had bribed the legislators In voting for Lori- 
mer. The court today held that the article in 
question does not bear that tte tah 
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Rep tative B, F. Kleeman, euthor of 
the bill, i¢ a resident of West Pullman and 
is now, a6 he wes {n 1911, chairman of the 
house committee on drainage and waterways. 
In 1911 he offered a similar bill which passed 
both branches of the legislature, but was 
vetoed by Gov. Deneen, who placed the cost 
of the harbor then planned at from §7,000,000 
to $18,000,000. 

“The enterprise is local rather than a m¥U- 
nicipal one,” asserts the association's report,

“If the building of the harbor at Lake 
Calumet is to be deferred until after the 
plans for obteining a pure water supply for 
Chicage have been completed, there is mo 
reason from a public standpoint for legisie- 
tion at this time, especially in view of the 
fact that the scheme covered by the bill has 
not been given the careful study by engineers 
representing the public which the Chicago 


harbor commission recommended in 1910 and 


which its magnitude demands.

“ This expenditure would be at the rate of 
$115 per capita for the population of the 
Calumet region, which per capita rate would 
entail an expenditure of more than $250,- 
000,000 if applied to the entire population of 
the sanitary district,”’. 

If the bill is passed strong pressure will 
be brought upon Gov. Dunne to veto it.
